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Events in the world outside our borders have 
displaced in interest during the past week the se- 
verely local matters that have been monopolizing 
altention for some months. 


We are to have a Dominion election almost 
immediately. That is now certain. Still more 
momentous are the matters which statesmen in the 
Old Land have been dealing with. They have 
been in the throes of the greatest constitutional 
crisis since the passing of the Reform bill eighty 
years ago. The change in the status of the House 
of Lords is assured by the announcement that the 
King has consented to create enough new Peers to 
swamp the Unionist majority in the Upper Cham- 
ber. The question now is whether that party will 
force the taking of such action or not. On top of 
this large question of domestic politics, that has 
aroused such dissensins, has come one in regard 
to which the people are of one mind, Germany, by 
a move which can hardly be explained in any other 
way than that it is looking for trouble, has thrown 
international relations into a ferment and made it 
necessary for the British ministry, through a 
speech given at the Mansion House by  Lloyd- 
George, to issue a direct warning that there were 
some things which no self-respecting nation could 
allow to pass without a sharp challenge. 


between an internal revolution in Germany and a: 
European war. Perhaps the latter as was the case 
in France, will be necessary to bring about the for- 
mer.

Despite the terrific outcry which is being made 
by the ‘“‘last-ditchers,’’ the element in the Unionist 
party which wishes to force the government to take 
the extreme step of creating the additional peers, 
there is little likelihood that they will have their 
way.

What could be gained by the move is impossible 
to understand. The Veto bill would be passed in 
any case and the prestige of the House of Lords 
by the bringing in of so many new members, simp-. 
ly to serve a temporary party purpose, would be} 
seriously impaired. The effect of the changes that: 
the bill makes is that the Lords will be prevented) 
in the future from holding up legislation indefinite- 
ly, but they may delay its passage for two sessions,’ 

This is a very useful check and about the only 
one that can be safely given such a body under dem- 
ocratic institutions, which those of Great Britain 
are in point of fact. The Lords may still prevent 
the passing of hasty legislation that it is desirable 
to have the public think over for a time. 

The peculiar feature of the presenifemovement 
against Balfour and Lansdowne is that the leading 
spirits in it are men who have but very recently 
come to occupy the seats of the mighty. ‘ Eark 
Halsbury, who delivered the speech which served 
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an offence or even an indiscretion. For in some 
cases it is only by the use of this instrument that a 
small majority with strong views can draw adequate 
altention to those views.” 

Mr. Borden and his colleagues can and un- 
doubtedly will force a general election. That is 
inevitable. But if an immediate appeal is made. 
before the introduction of a redistribution bill, it 
will involve a gross injustice to the West and not 
be a real test of the opinion of the country. 

The Liberals stand to gain by the increase in the 
representation of this part of the country, with re- 
ciprocity the straight issue. But if they persist in 
bringing the contest on before redistribution they 
will afford their opponents the chance to neutralize 
very seriously the advantage which their trade poli- 
cy would give. 

Mr. Borden has made his position remarkably 
clear. Whatever is said to his detriment, it cannot 
be held that he is going into the impending cam- 
paign leaving doubt as to where he stands on such 
questions as will have to be considered. He wish- 
es an election on reciprocity but he asks that it be 
deferred till the census returns are-sufficiently com- 
plete to allow a rearrangement of seats. He gave 


he government warning last March as to what his 


course would be and urged that the census enumer- 
ation be hastened in view of the possibility of an 


‘appeal to the country. 


But nothing was done in accordance with his 
suggestion. The census has been taken in a most 
leisurely fashion and as it is still far from complete, 
there is only one thing to do and that is to let reci- 
procity stand over till a redistribution bill can be

week, il looked as if by this time Edmonton would 
be in the throes of the hottest municipal campaign 
in its history, Ald. McKinley had resigned to make 
a test of public opinion on the policy which the 
council has been pursuing since the first of the year. 
But for some reason or other the fight seems hard 
to get going.

The flourishing conditions that were found on 
every hand had the effect of begetting new confi- 
dence in what the future holds immediately in store 
for the city to which all this country looks as its 
chief centre.

Public opinion both in Britain and France is 
thoroughly aroused and backing the two govern- 
ments. The entente cordiale thus receives new 
strength and the anti-German feeling, which has 
been such a factor in British public affairs of late 
must necessarily be accentuated. This is extreme- 
ly unfortunate. Two nations of such pronounced 
racial and historical affinities should not be at all 
limes snarling at one another's heels. 

The trouble is not with the German people but 
with the aulocracy at their head. The Kaiser has 
from the moment that he ascended the throne 
shown himself a source of danger to European 
peace and general international goodwill. The 
speech which his chancellor gave a few months 
ago when the arbitration agreement between Great 
Britain and the United States was announced, in 
which he scouted the idea that international dis- 
putes of any consequence could ever be settled but 
by the appeal to arms, showed how completely out 
of touch with the general tendencies of the age those 
in authority at Berlin are. 

This last move in Morocco fully bears out what 
has been alleged by the men who have been warn- 
ing Britain to prepare for a struggle with the pow- 
er across the North Sea. It looks as if the German 
Emperor is really building up his great fighting ma- 
chine with an idea of territorial aggression. If 
that is the case, would it not perhaps be better if 
a challenge of strength were made now and this 
foe to progress disposed of by the nations which 
wish to walk in that way? 

It is coming to that unless some change is made 
in the ideas that prevail at the German capital. It 
does seem strange that a nation that has, outside 
the field of government, made such enormous con- 
tributions to civilization, whose people reach so 
high a standard of character and intelligence, 
should occupy the position that it does in interna- 
{ional politics. As things are, it looks like a choice

fo launch the revolt, is a Cockney lawyer, who 
made his way to the highest post that a man of his 
profession can occupy, solely by his own ability. 
The Earl of Selbdrne, who is mentioned as a passi- 
ble successor to Lord Lansdowne, is the son of an- 
other self-made lawyer, Sir Roundell Palmer, while 
Mr, Chamberlain, whose support has done so much 
to give the driving force, was twenty-five years 
ago, regarded as a dangerous Radical. Of course 
associated with these men are men of genuine pa- 
trician lineage, but the mass of the real aristocrats 
will undoubtedly follow Mr. Balfour and Lord Lans- 
downe, the right of either of whom to speak for the 
old nobility is not likely to be challenged. 


Coming to our own country, we find the Oppo- 
sition at Oltawa engaged in carrying out its inten- 
tion to use all constitutional means to prevent the 
passing of the reciprocity bill without an appeal be- 
ing made to the country first. Government sup- 
porters are talking a great deal about the obstruct- 
ion that is being indulged in as if it were a public 
crime. Those who are still young can remember 
how the Opposition under the then Mr.  Wil- 
frid Laurier in 1896 talked out the life of the parlia- 
ment chosen five years before in order to prevent 
the Manitoba school bill from becoming law. The 
Conservative members at the present time are stick- 
ing fairly closely to the subject of reciprocity. The 
Liberals in 1896 wandered all over the face of the 
globe to find something to talk about that would 
kill time. 

Whether this should be allowed or not is a 
question but it is undoubtedly recognized as a privi- 
lege under our institutions and at times has been 
put to a very good use. Mr. Gladstone some years 
hefore his death had this to say and his words have 
often been quoted by foes as well as friends:— 

“To prolong debate even by persistent iteration 
on legislative measures is not necessarily an outrage, 


hurried through and then dissolve. 


The charges against the Minister of the Inter- 
ior are evidently to be investigated more thoroughly 
than seemed at first likely.

Yet only a few of the untramelled 
Conservative papers have had anything to say inre- 
gard to it. Mr. Borden did not mention it on his 
western tour. 

Why is this? One explanation immediately 
suggests ilself. It has been stated frequently that 
the large corporations are all large contributors to 
the campaign funds of both parties and that they 
are able to control the course of both in respect to 
any matters that may affect them. 

The silence in regard to this land deal lends the 
strongest colr t such a charge. If it is well 
founded, we may well tremble for the state of our 
public life. The need is very pressing for sending 
to Ottawa a few men who are not bound down by 
party regulations, who are anxious to, throw light 
on dishonesty and incompetence, no matter who Is 
hit. Everyone knows how difficult it is to get such 
men into parliament but surely it is not a hopeless 
task to set ourselves to attempt to do so.

The Bride Who Didn’t Appear 


The London Mail gives the fol- 
lowing account of a recent sensa- 
tional social happening in Lon- 
don: 7 

A large party of guests who 
were invited to the wedding of 
Lady Constance Foljambe and the 
Rev Hezekiah Astley Kemp Haw- 
kins at St. Peters, Eaton square, 
S. W., yesterday afternoon, were 
startled by the sudden news that 
the bride had disappeared. 

Lady Constance Blanche Ale- 
thea Mary Foljambe, who is the 
fourth living daughter of the late 
Earl of Liverpool, and half-sister 
to the present earl, was found to 
be missing at a quarter-past 
twelve. No one saw her leave 
her brother’s house at 44, Gros- 
venor-Gardens, where she was re- 
siding, and she left no message. 
The wedding ceremony was _ to 
have taken place at iwo o’clock 
and it was expected that she 
would return to the house in time 
to drive to the church. But two 
0 clock came and she was still ab- 
sent. 

At the church all was ready. 
One hundred and fifty guests were 
gathered near the altar, and in the 
vestry the clergyman who was to 
perform the ceremony, Canon the 
Hon. R. Alderly, was waiting in 
his robes. In the church were 
tht bridesmaids---Lady Rosamord 
Foljambe, Miss Mary Foljambe, 
Miss Evelyn Ponsonby, and Miss 
Viola Rickett. The bride’s mo- 
ther, the Dowager Countess of 
Liverpool, who was to have given 
her away, was there with her sons, 
the bride’s brothers. 


There was no hint of the dram- 
atic denouement that was to 
come. The bridegroom, who is 
the vicar of Whitwell-on-the-Hill, 
Yorkshire, was chatting with his 
friends, smiling happily. Two 
o'clock struck, but the proverbial 
privilege of brides to be late caus- 
ed no misgivings. Once a stir of 
interest passed through the con- 
gregation, but it was only some 
belated guests. Minute succeed- 
ed minute, but still the bride was 
absent. A subdued hum of con- 
versation arose In the pews. 

By a quarter-past two a grow- 
ing impression of uneasiness had 
reached a climax. Some hazard- 
ed the suggestion that the right 
lime for the wedding was_half- 
past two and not two o’clock. The 
bridegroom, near the altar, was 
palpably ill at ease now. He 
spoke in a low tone to his best 
man, Dr. Jolly, and then the pair 
held a consultation with Canon 
Adderley. More than once they 
glanced eagerly at the great door 
of the church. Lady Constance 
was sill absent. Nor was there 
any sign of the Earl of Liverpool, 
her half-brother, who was waiting 
at his house to escort Lady Con- 
stance to the church. 

The pretence that all was well 
no longer held. Men looked from 
their watches to the door, women 
carried on subdued conversation 
in whispers. A messenger was 
sent in a motor-car to 44, Gros- 
venor-gardens, the house of the 
Earl of Liverpool. 

In a few minutes he returned 
and whispered something to the 
little family group in’ the aisle. 
The pale face of the bridegroom 
grew paler still, and he staggered 
alittle. Someone put out a sup- 
porting hand, and he was gently 
led to the door and escorted back 
to his hotel. Ina whisper the 
news passed through the congre- 
gation that there would be no 
wedding that day. It was within 
a few minutes of three o'clock. 
No marriage could take place after 
that hour and it was useless wait- 
ing, though some of the guests 
lingered until the hour had struck, 
hoping against hope. 

At Lord Liverpool's house 
there was also consternation. 
No ont had seen Lady Constance 
leave, the first news of her dis- 
appearance was at a quarter-past 
twelve, when a maid who went to 
her room found that she was ab- 
sent. A hurried search was made 
with no result. Then another 
Servant said thaf she had seen 
lady Constance at Victoria Sta- 
tion shortly after mid-day. 

At the house as at the church 
The bride who didn’t appear 
all was ready for the celebration 
of the wedding. The wedding 
breakfast wa laid and all prepar- 
tions were complete for a joyous 
gathering on the return from the 
church. But instead of laughter 


there was gloom, and a dreary 
silence reigned over the house- 
hold, 

Mr. George Savile Foljambe, a 
cousin of Lady Constance, stated 
last night to a representative of 
this journal: “We have no reason 
to suppose that Lady Constance 
Foljambe is not sate and well.” 

Lady Constance Foljambe is 
twenly-six years old. Her eldest 
sister, Lady Edith Foljambe, mar- 
ried Major D’Arcy Legard, of the 
17 Lancers in 1908, and another 
sister, Lady Mabel Foljambe, mar- 
ritd Dr. William) Woodburn, of 
Theale, near Reading. Lord Liv- 
erpool, who succeeded to the 
Peerage in 1907, is Comptroller 
of His Majesty’s Household, and 
was State Steward a nd Chamber- 
lain to the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland from 1906 to 1908. He 
married in 1897) the Hon. An- 
nette Louise Monck, the only 
daughter of Viscount Monck. 

One exploil by Lady Constance 
Foljambe was of a peculiarly dar- 
ing nature. With two other ladies 
she made an ascent of the spire 
of Whitwell Church---of which 
Mr. Hawkins is vicar---(wo years 
ago. The spire was then in the 
hands of steeplejacks. 

The Rev. Hezekiah Astley 
Kemp Hawkins, who is forty-eight 
years of age, was educated at Chi- 
chester College, and was ordained 
a priest in 1886 in te diocese of 
Southwell. He was curate at 
Sulton-in-Ashfield, Nottinghain, 
from 1885 to 1888, and Chester- 
field, Derbyshire, from 1888 to 
1892. Since then he has been 
vicar of Whitwell-on-the-Hill, a 
village with a population of 171, 
the gross income of the living be- 
ing £183. Whitwell-on-the-Hill 
is near Kirkham Abbey, the resi- 
dence of the Dowager Countess 
of Liverpool, Lady Constance’s 
mother. 

The news that no wedding had 
taken place did not become 
known at Whilehall until late in 
the evening. During the after- 
noon the bells of Whitwell Church 
were rung in honour of the wed- 
ding that was supposed to have 
been celebrated and bunting was 
displayed in the village. 


WALKING 

It is in the teaching of nature 
and of medicine and the common 
experience of mankind that the 
body that does not exercise stiff- 
ens and rusts. This is freely con- 
ceded by everybody, but not 
everybody, alas! translates his be- 
lief into practise. Unless exer- 
cise can be varied and made plea- 
sant itis a tedious business. Swing- 
ing Indian clubs, raising dumb- 
bells or going through the various 
movements of the “home gym- 
nastics,’ so popular a few years 
ago, soon become monotonous. 
The man who can keep it up 
every day, year in and year out, 
possesses an enviable will-power 
that is in itself akin to genius. 
Fortunately, no one is compelled 
to do this; indeed, it is better not 
to do it exclusively, for indoor ex- 
ercise is insufficient, and is a poor 
substitute for tennis, golf, rowing, 
riding, and, best of all, because 
within the power of all able-bodied 
persons, walking. 

By walking is not meant stroll- 
ing. That is better than sitting 
in an armchair by the fire, for it 
takes one into the open air and 
ventilates the lungs and stirs up 
the sluggish circulation in a mea- 
sure, but it is not walking exer- 
cise. 

Ina brisk walk of twenty 
minutes or more, a man exercises 
all the muscles of his body; he 
shakes the abdominal organs into 
useful activity; he fills his lungs 
with fresh, pure air, and so helps 
them to discharge their office of 
purifying the blood; he quickens 
and strengthens the heart-action, 
so that the blood, now well aerat- 
ed in the lungs, flows in full 
stream to the brain, and washes 
out’ all the poison with which the 
every-day work has clogged it; 
and at the same time the ever- 
changing scenes in city streets or 
country roads alter the current of 
thought. Mind ‘and body alike 
are renewed, and all this without 
conscious effort, if the walk is tak- 
en with a purpose. 

The purpose can be found, for 
there is always an errand which 
one can do for himself or another. 
The busines> man especially, the 
one who needs more than any one 
else this life-giving exercise, can 
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get it by walking to or from, or 
to and from, his office. 

This may seem irksome or time- 
wasting at first, but with a littie 
perseverance it soon becomes a 
habit. Then very soon its bene- 
fils are recognized; one by one 
disagreeable minor symptoms dis- 
appear, meals are properly digest- 
ed, sleep becomes a matter of 
course, and those fisst few extra 
pounds of flesh at which the fam- 
ily physician has looked askance 
insensibly disappear. The wise 
man will not readily abandon a 
habit which -brings such certain

and customs; but men and wom- 
en grow up, like trees in a still, 
well-walled garden, ‘at their own 
sweet will.’ There is no pre- 
scribed or customary folly—no 
motley, cap, or bauble; out of the 
well of each one’s innate absurd- 
ity he is allowed and encouraged 
freely to draw and to communi- 
cate; and it is a strange thing how 
this natural a comes so nigh 
to one’s better thoughts of wis- 
dom; and stranger still, that all 
this discord of people speaking in 
their own natural moods and 
keys, masses Itself into a far more 
perfect harmony than all the dis- 
mal, official unison in which they 
sing in other countries. Part- 
singing seems best all the world 
over.

Headed a “Canadian Wedding 
Reception” the Tatler gives the 
following remarkable account of 
how. these interesting affairs are 
pulled off in “Canader.”

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As this department is being pre- 
pared the census returns are being 
eagerly anticipated. A report, 
which bears all the evidence of 
probability, has it that Edmon- 
ton’s population will be in the 
neighborhood of — 26000. With 
Strathcona, North Edmonton and 
West Edmonton, which will be in- 
cluded in the greater city, the to- 
tal should thus come to nearly 
35,000, : 

A Calgary despatch says: 

“According to private advices 
received here by C. A. Owens, a 
Calgary real estate man, the pop- 
ulation of this city under the new 
city is 43,870. Mr. Owens re- 
ceived a message from Ottawa 
this morning giving these figures, 
and is sure they are correct. This 
shows an increase of 970 per 
cent. over the census of ten years 
ago, when the figures were slight- 
ly over 4,000. No disappoint- 
ment over the returns is felt here 
because itis known fact that the 
enumeration was carelessly made, 
and there is no doubt that thou- 
sands were left off the list.” 

This is foolish talk. The thou- 
sands alleged to have been left off 
could have communicated with 
the local director of the census be- 
fore the returns were sent to Ot- 
tawa and the chief census officer 
at the capital has just sent out a 
notice asking that all persons 
who believe or suspect that they 
have not been enumerated by the 
census oflicers communicate with 
him. This can be done by send- 
ing an unstamped letter to Mr. 
Archibald Blue, Census Bureau, 
Ottawa. The letters should give 
the names, number of persons, 
Street and street number, if the 
persons who believe they have 
been omitted live in cities or 
towns, and the concession and 
number of the lot in the country. 
Mr. Blue states that if it is found 
that such persons have not been 
enumerated means will at once be 
taken to remedy the defects 
through the local census officers, 
who are responsible if any mis- 
takes have been made. 


H. W. Gundy of Calgary re- 
turned this week from a trip to

. with a view, it is said of sizing 
up the city as a possible location 
for a branch. 


It i> estimated that the buildings 
in Edmonton completed in Ed- 
monton this season or still under 
construction have a total value of 
$3,700,000, 

The city commissioners hive 
recommended that a limit of six 
stories be placed on the height of 
all buildings. This may be all 
right now but it can hardly be 
maintained with great growth. It 
would tend to stretch the business 
district out to the inconvenience 
of the public. 


Work on the stock pavilion at 
the exhibition grounds will be 
commenced immediately after the 
fair in August. The cost will be 
$120,006.

WEALTH OF THT SOUTH 
FORK 


(Blairmore Enterprise) 


The importance of the South 
Fork country is becoming more 
and more realized, and today we 
find that several railway compan- 
ies have engineers going through 
that country for the purpose of 
finding the most feasible course 
through which to build a railroad. 

The Southern Central Pacific 
Railway company have — several 
surveyors working on a proposed 
route from near  Lundbreck 
through the immense coal fields 
of the South Fork and then on to 
the International boundary line 
near Coutts. 

Some Canadian Pacific Railway 
engineers have just returned from 
a trip through the North Kooten- 
ay Pass, and have expressed 
themselves as being highly pleas- 
ed with the possibility of construc- 
ting a railroad through the valu- 
able coal properties along that 
Pass, 

In an interview this week with 
John Angus MacDonald, who 
owns considerable interest in the 
South Fork we are informed that 
nine big and valuable coal prop- 
erties would be extensively oper- 
ated if any means of transporta- 
tion were available, and a railroad 
from near Lundbreck through 
the North Kootenay Pass to a dis- 
tance of about twenty miles reach 
those valuable coal properties. 

Mr. MacDonald says that the 
coal in that section of the coun- 
try is of high grade bituminous 
and may be very easily mined. 

The South Fork country has 
not only an abundance of good 
quality steam and coke coal, but 
it has large deposits of fire clay. 
The country throughout is hea- 
vily timbered and has lots of good 
pulp wood, so that there is a 
strong probability of a large pulp 
mill being erected there as soon 
as the iron horse is heard snort- 
ing in that direction. The Chi- 
cago-Alberta Oil Co. have a dia- 
mond drill at work boring here for 
oil and indications are encourag- 
ing. The Head syndicate has a 
large number of men doing gen- 
eral development work. 

There is a rumor afloat to the 
effect that a railroad may be built 
from near Pincher City or Cow- 
ley, through the North Kooten- 
ay Pass to Elko. If a line is con- 
structed over this proposed route 
it will be shorter than the Crow’s 
Nest branch of the C.P.R., by a- 
bout twenty-one miles. 


THE SATURDAY NEWS 


THE NORTH-EASTERN ARABS 


In the March ‘Geographical 
Journal Captain G. E. Leachman. 
describes his journey in North- 
Eastern Arabia. Some _ readers 
may. be surprised to learn from his 
narrative the fighting strength, 
still mobilised and active, of the 
Arabs. He met the Anaize, by 
far the largest tribe in Arabia, on 
a foray. He says: ‘Looking 
from an eminence, the desert as 
far as the ve could reach was a 
moving mass of Arabs, each sec- 
tion moving on its own line.’’ As 
a rule the mounted men marched 
in front, then came dromedary 
riders; in the midst of them, on a 
picked dromedary was the ‘‘Mir- 
kab” of the Roalla. “This con- 
sists of a frame covered with black 
ostrich feathers in which a maid- 
en from the sheik’s family rides 
in battle, exhorting the comba- 
tants to deeds of valour. In for- 
mer times the Mirkab was a fa- 
miliar sight in| Beduin warfare, 
but now the Roalla are the only 
Beduin in possession of one. Cap- 
tain Leachman says that of the A- 
naize foray he counted roughly 
3,500 tents, which was only a 
small portion of the whole. Daily 
there arrived contingents of Arabs 
from the tribes of the Euphrates 
valley, who had been brought to 
join this movement in the hope of 
loot.

But the Hail folk are still most 
strict in their observance of pray- 
er. Absentees from praver, after 
the Muezzin has sounded, are no- 
ticed, and often beaten. Yet they 
are not fanatical Moslems. They 
would eat food with a Christian, 
though they would not with a 
Shia. Amongst the Arabs are 
scattered a curious people, called 
the Slayb, about whom the Arabs 
are as ignorant and curious as we.

THE CHICAGO VICE COMMIS- 
SION’S REPORT 


not letting the 


The report of the Chicago Vice 
Commission is a thick book of 
nearly four hundred pages, of 
whose contents only an outline 
has been given by the newspapers. 

It embodies in thoroughgoing, 
comprehensive form = the results 
of the most searching investiga- 
tion that has ever been made into 
the conditions and causes of vice 
in a great cily, and is the most 
valuable contribution that has yet 
been made to existing data on this 
branch of moral reform. 

The Commission had — thirty 
members, with Dean Sumner, of 
the Cathedral of St. Paul, as its 
chairman, and among them were 
leading physicians, clergymen, 
judges, educators, practical work- 
ers in social reform, sociologists 
and business men. 

This report will take an estab- 
lished place as an exhaustive stu- 
dy of the subject, authorilaive in 
its treatment of facts. 

The most interesting of the 
suggestions of the Commission is 
that of a Morals Court, together 
with a Morals Commission, both 
of which would be permanent, if 
established. ; 

The fork of the Morals Com- 
mission is thus outlined: 

“That the new tribunal or com- 
mission shall consist of five per- 
sons appointed by the mayor, 
with the consent of the city coun- 
cil, one member of which shall be 
a phyvician in good standing. The 
commissioner of health shall be 
an ex-officio member of the new 
body. The term of office shall 
be two years and the members 
shall serve without compensation. 
It shall be the duty of this body 
to take such steps as are necess- 
ary to supress vice and the pre- 
sent ‘levee district’ in the city and 
collect evidence of violations of 
the city and state laws governing 
such places,” 

The Morals Court evidently 
would handle all matters grow- 
ing out of the suppression of the 
vicious resorts and the .egulation 
of the social evil. 

A “morals squad’ of women 
police would be appointed to visit 
and care for girls and women 
brought within the reformatory 
or punitive jurisdiction of the mu- 
nicipality. 

The plan would seem to con- 
template an entirely new line of 
attack, outside the regular courts 
and police, on the social evil, and 
the Chicago city government’s ac- 
tion on the project will be await- 
ed with interest. 

It is a serious and certainly a 
progressive scheme of reform 
which the commission has recom- 
mended. 

It may be mentioned that the 
report of the Commission contains 
a scathingly severe condemnation 
of the methods resorted to by 
“evangelists” who make spectac- 
ular visits, to the vice districts of 
cities as a regular part of the mo- 
dern “evangelistic” circus perfor- 
mances, 


A POLITE ACKNOWLEDG- 
MENT 


After a ‘command’ perform. 
ance in Queen Victoria’s time it 
was the custom for Her Majesty’s 
secretary to send a letter of 
thanks to the resposible manager. 
Sir Henry Ponsonby, upon whom 
this duty devolved, was the soul 
of politeness, and, not wishing to 
make any invidious distinction, 
drew up one form of letter. On 
the whole this plan worked well, 
but on one occasion the proprie- 
tor of a troupe of performing 
geese, which had entertained the 
royal children at a Windsor gar- 
den party received the following 
communication from Sir Henry:

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‘A 100,000-TON LINER 


“Lord Pirrie has vouschafed the 
opinion that the 100,000-ton liner 
is not an impossibility. At all e- 
vents, tendencies are hurrying to 
that goal. In ten years the liner 
has leaped from 20,000 to 60,000 
tons, and should the same rate of 
progress be maintained during the 
succeeding decade, the twentieth 
century will see the 100,000-ton- 
ner within measurable distance.’ 
So says Mr. F. A. Talbot in the 
‘World’s Work’ for April. He de- 
scribes vividly the race between 
the shipbuilder and the dockbuild- 
er. The continual increase of 
draught and length of ocean li- 
ners has compelled the harbour 


authorities, much against — their 
will, to deepen and lengthen 
their quays and) wharves and 


docks. New York has made many 
concessions to retain the transat- 
lantic trade. Liverpool has start- 
ed a comprehensive dock scheme 
to cost three and a half millions. 
The depth of water at the bar has 
increased from 11 feet to about 
30 feet at the lowest condition of 
the tide. 

London is also bestirring her- 
self :— 

The river channel from Tilbury 
to London Bridge is to be widen- 
ed and deepened to 30 ft.; while 
three docks of 65, 126, and 138 
acres respectively are to be con- 
structed af Tilbury to meet anv 
possible growth in dimensions of 
vessels for many years to come. 
It is a huge undertaking = which 
will occupy some twenty years to 
complete; while the cost will run 
imo the neighborhood of £14,- 
000,000, 


Probably the day is far distant 
when a ‘Mauretania’ will moor 
in the Pool between London and 
Tower Bridges, but that such ves- 
sels will be seen in the Thames is 
by no means unlikely. Such a 
port as London, possessed of deep- 
water approach and pier facilities 


akin to those existent at New 
York, for instance, would send 
the water-borne trade of the 


Thames soaring to a remarkable 
figure. 

Bristol is also wide awake to 
her opportunities.

The executive committee of 
the national committee met at 
54 West Fortieth Street, and re- 
resolved to bring about. the pur- 
chase of Sulgrave Manor, which 
Is for sale, “as a memorial to the 
founder of the republic.” An 
address to the public is to be ise 
sued and a public meeting will be 
called, 

Tentative plans of the nationat 
commillee, which was created im 
January * were announced, 
A committee consisting of John 
Hays Hammond, Bernard N. 
Baker, Theodore = Marburg and 
William BL Howland will confer 
Wilh representative — Britishers im 
London thie summer with a view 
to forming an international com- 
mittee. In Japan this fall Ham- 
ion Holt is to see about Japan- 
ese participation, and = Job B, 
Hedges will represent the Amer- 
ican body in a conference at 
Ghent. 

Originally there were several 
movements in the United States 
for a celebration of the Ghent 
centenary. Some of these have 
been merged with the greater 
scheme. One of them is for the 
ereclion of a memorial bridge, 
Possibly by joint subscription af 
the United States and Canadian 


governments, the state of New 
York and the province of Ontar- 
i besides popular subscrip- 
ons.
